WuATEVER may bo said to the contrary, there is little 
doubt-that watches are affected, and serfousl , too, in 
many cases, by the stute of the weather. 

A watchmaker told me the other day that during au 
exceptionally brilliant d splay of aurora borealis a few 
yeara ago the mainsprings of uo fower than 3,00C 
watches broke in Loudon aloue. 

! This estimate is no mythical one, but is based or 
; actual inquiries made at the time. 

During the atmospberic distarbances which take place 
in the summer, a large proportion of the watches worn 
by persons living in the districts in which the electrical 
| agitation takes place, either yo wrong or atop altogether. 

: ‘The mainspring of & watch was known to break in 
twenty-eight pieces during a storm which tovk plac 
near Bradford a couple of years ayo. 

Of course, whea a watch becomes etised, it is 
rendered practically uselese, and the introduction of the 
electric light has curiously enough done a great deal 
i towards magnetising chronometers. 

A friend of mine once had a splendid watch, which 
| kept ezcellont time for severa! years. One day be had 
it transferred from ite silver case to a gold one, and th 
| watch stopped. When returned to its original covering 
no watch could go better, and the man was perplexed. 
Upon examination by an expert, it turned out that 
the lifting spring of the gold case had become magnetised, 
and consequently affected the movements of the works

SHetr-risa have, from time immemorial, contributed 
enormous'y to the wealth of the world. 

Not mercly have they given up to man pearls of price, 
as well as the material of their own dwellings for orna- 
mental purposes, but they bave snpplied him for centuries 
with all the money he neéded to spend. 

Before gold, silver, and copper came into use as a 
medium of exchange, sbell-money was used for the same 

28 all over the world. 

'o this day it is employed as cash to an enormous 
extent in Southern Asia, the islands of the Indian and 
South Pacific Oceans, and in many parts of Africa. 

In these regions the “cowry shell” is the one chicfly 
employed, for the reason that it is of convenient size, and 
the natural supply of it is limited, s> that one cowry 
shell may be considered to represent a delinite amount of 
labour in the process of finding, and there is no material 
chance of a sudden inflation of the currency by the dis- 
covery of a great deposit of cowries. One hundred 
cowries are worth twopeuce, and strings of them are 
receivable where they are current for merchandise, labour, 
or anything purchaseable. ; 

One can build a house, for instance, worth £400, and 
discharge the expense with 10,000.000 cowries. . 

For purposes of trade in the Indo-Pacific and Africa, 
vast quantities of cowries are imported to England, 
whence they ara carried by merchants for use in barter. 
. . Onthe West Coast of Africa a young wife can be bought 

for 60,000 cowries, equal to £2 5s, while any ordinary 
wife, not guaranteed as to youth, may be had for 20,000 
cowries, 5

almost or entirely closed, the ears somewhat raised, the 
nostrils dilated. 

Inside the mouth the tongue becomes round and 
arched, the palate stifily stretched, aud the uvula is 
raised, almost entirely ing the space between the nose 
and the throat. At the beginning of tho inspiration a 
cracking noise is heard in the ears, a proof that the duct 
leading to the hearing also succumbs to this stretching. 

If the yawning has reached the deepest point, it will 
require frora one to two-and-a-half seconds for it to be- 
come noticeable to the bearing. In order to observe this, 
let one place himself at a sufficient distance from a clock, 
so that its ticking will not be easily heard, and yawn 
deeply. During this deep breathing the sound of the 
clock is not perceptible to the most careful listening. All 
this simply goes to show that yawning sets a number of 
muscles to work, and particularly those which are not 
Girectly subject to the will. 

Although one yawning does not present a very agree- 
able appearance, it is very agreeable to himself, for the 
stretching of the muscles causes a feeling of comfort; it 
acts like massage, and is the most natural gyronastics of 
the lungs imaginable. Dr. Naegeli, therefore, advises 

ple not to concern themselves with so-called decency, 
Pat every morning and evening, and as often as possible, 
49 exercise the Jungs and all the muscles of respiration 
by yawning and stretching, as many chronic lung troubles 
may tuus be prevented.
